Vikings cap 9-0 season, league title 
with 21-0 victory at Boyne City

They did it: nine wins, zero 
losses. A league title. The 
Grayling Vikings defeated the 
Boyne City Ramblers — a team 
that was also 8-0 going into the 
contest ~ by a final score of 21- 


0 during Friday night’s varsity © 


football game at Boyne City, 
winning a Lake Michigan 
Conference championship — 
Grayling’s first — and also post- 
ing the varsity football pro- 
gram’s first undefeated season 
in school history. 

Grayling scored on its sec- 
ond drive, finishing a 95-yard 
series with a one-yard TD run 
by Ty Jensen. The possession 
also included a 26-yard pass 
from quarterback Jake Swander 
to Tyler McClanahan, a 49- 


yard pass from Swander to 
Kevin Harris, and a 15-yard 
reception by McClanahan. 
GHS led 6-0. 

In the second quarter, the 
Vikings drove 76 yards on 14 
plays, scoring with a five-yard 
TD run by Jensen. The series 
included a 24-yard reception by 
Scout Tobin on 4th and 21 to 
keep the dnve alive. Swander 
passed to Scott Parkinson for 
the two-point conversion and 
Grayling led 14-0. 

Boyne City, on 4th and 15, 
fumbled the snap on a punt 
attempt, giving Grayling the 
ball nine yards from the goal 
line. The Vikings scored their 
third and final TD of the night 
with a nine-yard pass from 
Swander to Jensen. Harris 
kicked the extra point. 


Neither team scored in the 
fourth quarter. 

Grayling won 21-0. 

“We are so proud and happy 
for our guys. Our defense 
played inspired football,” 
Coach Tim Sanchez said. “Our 
offense made some big plays 
and capitalized- in the red 
zone.” 

For the MHSAA football 
playoffs, Grayling is in 
Division 5, Region 1, District 
1. In the pre-district round this 
week, Grayling will face the 
Kingsford Flivvers at 
Kingsford on Saturday, Oct. 27, 
at 1 p.m. (our time). The win- 
ner will either host Kingsley or 
play at Menominee next week 
for the district championship.

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Road 
millage 
renewal 


on Nov. 
6 ballot

A millage, levied by the Crawford 
County Road Commission for the last four 
years, has allowed for nearly twice as many 
miles of local roads being resurfaced and 
voters are being asked to approve a propos- 
al to keep the infrastructure program mov- 
ing forward. 

Voters are being asked to decide a road 
repair millage renewal when they go to the 
polls for the Nov. 6 general election. The 
one-mill renewal would be collected from 
2014 through 2018. If approved, owners of 
a $100,000 home with a state-equalized 
value of $50,000 would continue to pay $50 
in taxes per year. 

Voters first approved the road repair mill- 
age in 2009. There is still one-year left on 
the five-year millage. 

County officials opted to put the renewal 
before voters on Nov. 6 to avoid paying for 
a special election next year. 

“This would just piggy back on to when 
the millage runs out next year and we 
would just have a continuation rather than a 
lapse when we would not have funding 
coming in,” said Don Babcock, the manag- 


ing director for the Crawford County Road 


Commission. “We're not double-dipping, 
We’re just continuing on.” 

With the millage funds, the Crawford 
County Road Commission has been able to 


. Improve oyer 19 miles of roadway in the 


last three years, a total investment of over 
$2.8 million, 

In 2010, Wakeley Bridge Road and 
Chase Bridge Road were repaired and 
resurfaced. A project on County Road 612 
between Hartwick Pines Road and Lovells 
was also completed. Four Mile Road from 
the railroad tracks to Staley Lake Road was 
repaired. South Grayling Road from North 
Higgins Lake Drive to Dort Road was 
resurfaced. And North Down River Road 
from Wilcox Bridge Road to the Camp 
Grayling’s Maneuver Area Training 
Equipment Site (MATES) was fixed.

‘In 2011, projects on 
Fletcher Road from South 
Grayling Road to Old 27 
and County Road 612 from 


Old 27 to Kolka Creek Road 
were completed. 

In 2012, South Grayling 
Road from Old 27 to Seven 
Mile Road was widened and 
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resurfaced, A project on Old 
27 from South Graying 
Road south to repair two 
miles of the roadway is cur- 
rently being completed. 
Babcock said that area of 
the county road system fell 
apart last winter, forcing 
motorists to drive on the 
shoulders of the roadway. 

“It just got so rough,” 
Babcock said. 

A project to repair a sec- 
tion of Military Road was 
put on the back bumer in 
order to address the Old 27 
project. 

“Our priorities do change 
every once in awhile,” 
Babcock said. “We have to 
switch gears and we certain- 
ly try to work on the worst 
roads first.” 

Next year, the Road 
Commission will be work- 
ing on a 5,6-mile segment of 
County Road 612 from the 
Kalkaska County line to 
Kolka Creek Road. There 
will also be about $500,000 
remaining in millage funds 
to work on other sections of 
roadways. Some of the 
roads being considered are 
sections of Military Road, 
sections of County Road 
612 traveling toward 
Lovells, Fletcher Road and 
Hartwick Pines Road. 

The road repair millage 
generates $560,000 per 
year. The state and federal 
government allocates about 
$330,000 per year to the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission for road pro- 
jects. Every project that uses 
state and federal funds has 
to be met with a 20-percent 
local match from the road 
commission, 

The project slated for 
County Road 612 slated for 
next year will cost 
$995,000. The project will 
include drainage improve- 
ments, paving and widening 
shoulders of road, improv- 
ing the intersection at Sand 
Hill Road to enhance sight 
vision and addressing issues 


al the Manistee River 
Bridge regarding road 
drainage. 


“It’s a pretty intense job,” 


Babcock said. 

Without the road repair 
millage, the road commis- 
sion would have to save for 
a couple of years to address 
such a major project. 

“That’s where it always 
becomes a Clincher,” 
Babcock said. 

The cost for a paving pro- 
ject is $140,000 per mile. 
There are about 40 miles of 
roads in the county that are 
in need of repair, which 
would cost $5.6 million. 

The road repair millage 
allows funds to be ear- 
marked for planned road 
improvement projects and 
for other road commission 
funds to be used for snow 
removal and purchasing 
supplies such as salt, sand 
and equipment. 

Road Commission offi- 
cials evaluate the county 
road system in the fall. 
Factors used include pot 
hoes, cracks, ridability, traf- 
fic counts and past mainte- 
nance costs. 

‘If we’re going to save on 
maintenance costs, than it 
gets a higher priority,” 
Babcock said. “It just kind 
of makes sense.” 

Funds received from fed- 
eral government never stay 
the same, so the road com- 
mission can’t plan. on an 
exact dollar amount from 
year-to-year. 

Michigan Gov. Rick 
Snyder, like pervious state 
leader, has convened a panel 
of officials to study gas 
taxes to fund road funding. 

“They’re no closer to an 
answer,” Babcock said. 

Currently, 19 counties in 
Michigan levy countywide 
road millages, according to 
the County Road 
Association of Michigan. 

“Maybe, the road millage 
is a better way to go because 
at Jeast the people that are 
paying for it know that it’s 
going to stay in the county, 
rather than a gas tax and the 
State Highway Department 
and metropolitan areas tak- 
ing most of it anyway,” 
Babcock said.

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Non-homestead 
renewal for school 
district on ballot 


On the Nov. 6, the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District (CASD) has to have 
the non-homestead renewal 
question on the general elec- 
tion ballot. 

This is not a tax increase, 
One way or another, this 
renewal does not affect your 
home, which serves as your 
primary residence or your 
homestead, said Crawford 
AuSable School District 
Superintendent Joe Powers. 

In 1994, Proposal A 
required all school districts 
in the state to periodically 
seek their local taxpayer's 
approval to collect the 18- 
mill non-homestead tax, 
The last time that CASD 
asked the local voters to 
approve the renewal was for 
five years. 

This current renewal is for 
SIX years in order to meet the 
state’s new election require- 
ments, 

The state now requires 
school elections to be held 
in November. This is the 
reason the renewal is on this 
November’s ballot. Now, 
the question is for six years 
to keep the school elections 
on even years. This renew- 
al is for six years so that the 
next renewal would be in 
2018. 

Each community in the 
state is required to approve 
the non-homestead tax col- 


lection. 

“This renewal is vital to 
the schoo! operations,” 
Powers said. “Approval of 
this renewal only allows the 
school to keep the same 
amount of funds. It does not 
give the school anymore 
funding.” 

This renewal represents 
almost $5 million dollars of 
funding for the school, or 
approximately 1/3 of the 
schools funding. 

However, this does not 
increase or decrease the 
taxes on a person’s house, 
which is their homestead 
property. 

Non-homestead is for 
vacant land, businesses or 
second homes. The State of 
Michigan requires each 
local school district to get 
approval from the local vot- 
ers to collect the funds. The 
state will not make up the 
difference. 

This school election is 
also to elect one board mem- 
ber for a six-year term 
through 2618. Dave Malm, 
who was appointed to the 
CASD school board in 
August, is the only candi- 
date that is on the ballot. 
State election law. dictates 
that school elections will be 
the last item on the ballot of 
this very long ballot. The 
school question will be on 
the backside of the ballot.

ports basic repairs to 
improve living conditions 


for rural residents with 
extremely limited 
incomes.” 


Grants may be used to 
make general repairs, such 
as installing or improving 
plumbing or providing or 
enhancing access to people 
with disabilities. Funds may 
also be used to weatherize 
and make homes more ener- 
gy efficient. Many of the 
USDA grants are being 
leveraged with funding 
from additional sources. 

Wakeley said the county 
also received a $200,000 
grant from the Michigan 
State Housing Development 
Authority to target home 
repairs on the north side of 
the City of Grayling. This 
is the second time the 
Crawford County Housing 
Commissions has received 
a grant to upgrade city 
housing. 

“That’s a lot of money 
that is being spent in one 
small area,’ Wakeley said. 

Wakeley said the state 
and federal funds could be 
leveraged to address larger 
projects for low-income 
homeowners.

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MICHIGAN VOTERS face a 
formidable task on November 6 
when they help pick our president 
for the next four years. 

It won’t be simple. 

When I opened my absentee bal- 
lot to figure out in advance what 
all I had to decide, I was taken a bit 
aback by what is expected of a 
conscientious voter. It’s a long bal- 
lot, and there are things on there | 
didn’t really expect. 

I’m glad I’m voting absentee. I 
suspect the voter lines at polling 
places will be long, and the final 
vote tallies will be slow. 

* * * 

THE MAIN question, of course, 
is to elect a president. 

Of course, we will not be voting 
directly for Mitt Romney-Paul 
Ryan or Barack Obama-Joe Biden. 
The actual vote is for “Electors of 
President and Vice-President of 
the United States.” These presi- 
dential electors are not even 
named, They are selected by the 
winning political party. 

Four other political parties are 
listed on the ballot; three have can- 
didates for president and vice pres- 
ident. 

Virgil H. Goode, Jr., and James 
N. Clymer are running on the U.S. 
Taxpayers Party. Jill Stein and 
Chen Honkala are on the Green 
Party. Ross C. Anderson and Luis 
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Voters face ioe ballot on November 6 


Rodriguez are candidates for the 
Natural Law Party. | don’t know 
any of them. 

The Libertarian Party also offers 
candidates for several lesser races, 
but not for the presidency. 

* * * 

NEXT ON THE ballot is US 
Senator. Along with Democrat 
Debbie Stabenow and Republican 
Pete Hoekstra, candidates are 
Scotty Boman, Libertarian; 
Richard A. Matkin, US Taxpayers; 
Harley Mikkelson, Green; and 
John D. Litle, Natural Law, 

In my congressional district, 
Libertarian and Green parties also 
offer alternatives to the incumbent 
Republican and challenging 
Democratic candidates. The situa- 
tion will vary in other districts. 

For state office, this is not an 
election year for the Michigan 
state senate, but all 110 state house 
offices will be decided, and some 
of those may or may not attract the 
minor parties. 

Statewide education offices have 
drawn a plethora of candidates. 

Nine candidates are listed for 
two seats on the State Board of 
Education, ten for the University 
of Michigan Board of Regents, 
eight for Michigan State 
University Trustees, and eight for 
Wayne State University 
Governors. 


Education candidates are identi- 
fied by party, which helps voters to 
decide, but it’s easy to understand 
why votes for the education boards 
usually trail the rest of the ticket, 
and are carried by the coat tail 
effect. 

* * * 

COUNTY AND township offi- 
cers, which are the final offices 
selected on a partisan basis, are 
next. On my ballot, all of these 
offices are contested except county 
prosecutor. 

] read this as an indication that 
voter interest in the 2012 election 
is pretty intense, and control of 
local government is highly con- 
tested between the two major par- 
ties. 

Up to this point, voters have the 
option of voting a straight party 
ticket, with a single swipe of the 
voting utensil. That would save the 
trouble of picking individual can- 
didates. 

Personally | have never voted a 
straight party ticket. I won’t this 
year and probably never will. I 
never have agreed completely with 
the choices of either Democratic 
or Republican parties. 

* * * 

AFTER LOCAL offices on the 
official ballot come the judges, 
and here the voter has to pay atten- 
tion and know the candidates. 


For example, the Michigan 
Supreme Court has two separate 
ballot questions. 

First is electing two members of 
the Supreme Court for eight year 
terms. Only Justice Stephen 
Markman has any identity listed, 
with “Justice of Supreme Court” 
printed in smaller type under his 
name. Very seldom do incumbent 
justices, carrying that identity, lose 
an election. It happens, but it’s 
unusual. 

The names of six other candi- 
dates are listed bare. To make an 
intelligent choice, the voter must 
study who these candidates are. 
Republicans have nominated two 
of them, including Justice 
Markman, and Democrats have 
nominated two. The other three 
candidates listed are self-starters, 
or nominated by the minor parties. 
Which is which is not apparent. 

A second Supreme Court elec- 
tion will pick one candidate to 
serve through 2014, the balance of 
a term to which Justice Brian 
Zahra was appointed by Gov. Rick 
Snyder in 2013. Justice Zahra also 
carries the ‘Justice of the Supreme 
Court” identification, and he was 
nominated by Republicans. The 
two other candidates are not iden- 
tified in any way. 

Next on the ballot is the State 
Court of Appeals, selected on a 
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regional basis, followed by more 
local courts. Usually the magic of 
incumbency designation winnows 
challenges to any of these court 
jobs, but when death, retirement, 
resignation or other reason brings 
an open court seat, the competition 
is intense. 
* * * 

LOCAL EDUCATION offices, 
if any, are next on the ballot, fol- 
jowed by the six very controversial 
statewide proposals, one calling 
for repeal of a new state law on 
emergency finance managers, and 
ihe other five to amend the state 
constitution in highly questionable 
ways. 

In many areas, that’s where the 
ballot finally stops. However, local 
school, municipal or county pro- 
posals, many for local tax ques- 
tions, finish the voter’s responsi- 
bilities, 

It’s a tough job, being a good 
citizen, but it’s worth all the trou- 
ble. 

Here’s a suggestion to voters: 
You might consider bringing a 
sandwich or other energy rein- 
forcement to the voting booth on 
November 6.

We put the “Pro” in Produce

Guilty - ridden tiberals who 
always blame America first, {re- 
quently ask, “Why do they hate 
us?”

-Ay did not began on September 11, 


2001 when Muslim extremists

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armada so they could hijack more 
ships, enslave more people, and 
demand a greater ransom. 

After researching the history of 
militant Islam, Jefferson discovered 
that appeasement had always failed 
because the terrorists only made 
treaties to break them when their 
strengih increased.

Ad money pays off, 
increasing state tourism

LANSING —- Pure 
Michigan, regional tourism 
organizations and 
researchers are working 
together to attract visitors 
from out of Michigan, and 
spending less money to do 
it than other states. 

“In 2012 there are six 
outstanding states for 
tourism. Among them 
Hawaii spends $75 million 
on advertising, California 
spends $61 million, Florida 
spents $36 million and 
Michigan’s budget is only 
$25 million,” said Paul 
Stansbie, chair of the 
Department of Hospitality 
and Tourism Management 
at Grand Valley State 
University. 

Stansbie said despite the 
challenged economy last 
year, the number of tourists 
increased 4 percent 
throughout the world. 

“People still travel — the 
only change is how much 
they spend on their trip,” he 
said. “For us, the challenge 
is how to let them choose 
Michigan.” 

Sally Laukitis, executive 
director of the Holland 
Area Convention and 
Visitors bureau, said her 
agency is spending 
$550,000 in direct advertis- 
ing this year, 

She said advertising is an 
important tool to attract 
tourists. 

“Our budget has 
increased significantly and 
I would like to grow our 
marketing budget in the 
future,’ she said. “The 
more money you have, the 
more profit you will see.” 

“All you have to do is 
travel through Michigan to 
notice what a _ beautiful 
place it is in terms of nature 
beauty, arts and wine,” 
Mike Norton, media rela- 
tions director from Traverse 
City Convention and 
Visitors Bureau. 

He said for decades, 
Michigan never let anybody 
else know about it and the 
state suffered from it. 

“The  state’s tourism 
industry improved hugely 
in the last six years by pro- 
motion and advertising,” 
Norton said. “It brings huge 
advantages to our economy. 

“Traverse City is in great 
shape now because of 
tourism and because money 
comes back to us in terms 
of revenue,” he said. 

According to Pure 
Michigan, the advertising 
campaign created by Travel 
Michigan, Michigan’s 
tourism industry brought in 
$ 17.7 billion revenue in 
2011. 

Stansbie, from Grand 
Valley, said, “The state can 
get a strong return on ils 
money. Right now for every 
one dollar we spend on 
advertising we can get 
$4.90 in revenue for the 
state. We are only spending 
money to get money.” 

Pure Michigan’s $25 mil- 
lion budget this year is 
almost five times more than 
in $5.4 million budget in 
2011, according to 
Michelle Begnoche, com- 
munications advisor for the 
agency. 

She said this year the 
campaign focuses on 
national tourist destina- 
tions. 

“This summer we have a 
23 percent increase in visi-

tors from outside the state,” 
said Norton from the 
Traverse City Bureau. 

Norton said Traverse City 
made a huge push to reach 
out-of-state visitors seven 
or eight years ago 

“Almost 90 percent of 
visitors ‘to Traverse City 
came from the state,” he 
said. “We have new visitors 
from Germany and the 
United Kingdom and an 
increased number of visi- 
tors from Asia.” 

“Since the economy was 
struggling more we began 
advertising outside the 
state,” Norton said. “It is 
not huge but since we start- 
ed from zero, it is notable 
for us.” 

He said Traverse City has 
spent $4 million this year 
and most of it goes into 
promotional advertising. 

“One of the benefits of 
altracting visitors from 
areas outside the state is 
that the farther people trav- 
el to get to their destination, 
the longer they are likely to 
stay and the more money 
they are likely to spend 
while there,”’ Begnoche 
said. 

She said among the three 
advertising campaigns Pure 
Michigan conducted this 
year, the largest was its 
spring/summer campaign, 
which included a national 
cable advertising series that 
focused on attracting inter- 
national tourists. 

“Regional markets are 
being targeted by our fall 


campaign,” she said. They 
include Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, 


Columbus, Dayton, Toledo, 
Indianapolis, Fort Wayne, 
South Bend, Milwaukee 
and Green Bay. 

She also said travelers in 
Michigan are now largely 
familiar with the Pure 
Michigan brand 

“We are now taking that 
message further out — espe- 
cially to areas of the coun- 


try like Texas and the 
southern states —-_ that 


Michigan is a_ terrific 
national tourism destina- 
tion. 

The television commer- 
cials air nationally more 
than 5,000 times on 25 
cable networks, including 
news channels and others 
such as the golf, cooking 
and weather channels. 

Stansbie said Pure 
Michigan uses different 
strategies ‘to promote the 
state. 

“One is motivated adver- 
tising,” he said. “They try to 
say that Michigan can take 
you back to nature.” 

He said another strategy 
is providing one theme for 
each hot spot around the 
state to attract all travelers. 
“Sunlight is one of them 
and the Great Lakes is 
another one,” 

Regional tourism groups 
are partnering with Pure 
Michigan to promote their 
own areas, according to 
Norton from the Traverse 
City bureau. 

“We have a series of 
buses in Chicago that have 
Traverse City ads on them,” 
he said, “We have bill- 
boards in Times Square 
advertising Traverse City.” 

Laukitis said the Holland 
bureau is working with 
Pure Michigan but at the 
saine time, promoting 
Holland in newspapers, 
magazines and social

“We are creating a new 
website,” Laukitis said. 


“We are working on radio 
and buying full page ads in 
women’s magazines that go 
to specific geographical 
areas such as Detroit, 
Indianapolis and South 
Bend. We have our ads on 
professional sports media 
and we are also doing pro- 
motion with university pro- 
grams.” 

And the outcome is suc- 
cessful, Stansbie said. 

In 2011, 36 percent of 
people in the world were 
aware of Michigan, com- 
pared to the 2! percent in 
2010, he said. 

And Laukitis said 1.2 to 
1.3 million people visited 
the Holland area in 2011. 

“Every year we see a lot 
of international visitors. 
That’s remained pretty con-

sistent over the last 9-10 
years,” she said. 

She said last year

Hawaii has 
three times the budget com- 
pared with ours but we still 
have more people check out 
the website.” 

He said tourism officers 
and researchers need to 
keep working with the state 
government to continuous- 
ly reinforce the market 
through advertising. 

“We are almost there,” he 
said. “But the thing is, if 
you put it away a few years, 
a lot of the awareness will 
be gone. That is a waste of 
money.”

the topics being studied in 

recent 


specialty crop 
grants, 
~ This October in 


Michigan the federal gov- 
ernment awarded grants to 
a dozen food and agricul- 
ture organizations for pro- 
jects that include improving 
fruit production, promoting 
cleaner soil and studying 
crop pollination. 

The $1.3 million is divid- 
ed among 12 recipients, 
including the Michigan 
Vegetable Council in Erie, 
Michigan Farm Bureau in 
Lansing, Lakeshore 
Environmental Inc. in 
Grand Haven and Michigan 
State University in East 
Lansing. 

These organizations and 
their projects were selected 
by the state Department of 
Agriculture and = Rural 
Development to reccive the 
federal grants 

The department is in the 
process of developing an 
additional regional state 
grant program to further 
support such organizations 
and their food and agricul- 
tural research, said Jamie 
Clover Adams, the depart- 
ment director 

“We’re working on a 
reimbursement program 
like these federal grants, 
but at a state level,” Clover 
Adams said. “It would 
focus on a number of fac- 
tors, like the problems we 


have getting local foods to 
different venues, and regu- 
lating how much food is 
enough for those venues. 
“We also want to develop 
new processes and conduct 


feasibility studies on how to 


process food better,” 
said. 

In the meantime, the 
Organizations that reccived 
federal aid have a green 
light for their own projects. 

For example, David 
Smith, executive director of 
the Michigan Vegetable 
Council, said that the 
money will further research 
on crop disease. 

“Right now there’s a soil- 
borne disease —caliled 
Phytophthora capsici that, 
if in soil, makes several 
crops impossible to grow,” 
Smith said. “It’s especially 
harmful to cucumbers, mel- 
ons and squash. The grant 
money we receive will go 
toward studying this dis- 
ease and hopefully making 
it less prevalent.” 

This research may prove 
to be greatly beneficial, 
because Michigan is one of 
the nation’s leading produc- 
ers of squash and cucum- 
bers, according to the 
department. 

Ken Nye, a Farm Bureau 
horticulture specialist, said 
that his organization will 
work with the Michigan 
office of National 
Agricultural Statistics, 
using ils grant’ money to 
conduct a food inventory 
survey. 

“If we know more about 
the food we produce and

what is required to produce 
it,’ Nye said, “we'll know 
how to market it.” 

This survey will focus on 
fruit production, which will 
prove useful because the 
fruit industry operates on a 
long-term basis, according 
to Nye. 

“We want to come up 
with the most accurate 
inventory data in the indus- 
try so we can plan ahead,” 
Nye said. “The market will 
be ready, and we can utilize 
fruit to its best potential.” 

Lakeshore Environmen- 
tal, another grant recipient, 
is a consulting company 
that works with food pro- 
cessing businesses. 

Jay Poll, project manager 
for the company, said that 
its concern—and his con- 
cern as a hydrogeologist— 
is the groundwater used in 
both the processing and 
irrigation of crops. 

“Putting too much recy- 
cled water into crop soil 
can cause — secondary 
groundwater contamina- 
tion,” Poll said. “This then 
causes bacterial growth and 
oxygen deficiency in that 
soil.” 

According to Poll, the 
company has found a way 
to get air into such soil 
through the insertion of 
tubes, a method that doesn’t 
require electrical energy, 
though it has not yet been 
widely tested. 

With the grant money, the 
company will go full scale 
with that project, Poll said. 

“We're looking at a two- 
fold benefit,’ he said. “We

can make use of free water 
with nutrients, which is a 
definite advantage in 
drought years like this one. 
And food processors will 
be able to properly recycle 
the water they use.” 

Poll said that his compa- 
ny, along with the other 
grant recipients, is using the 
funds to further the agricul- 
tural industry 

“You figure the system 
we're developing might 
eventually make one acre 
worth five acres,” Poll said. 
“This money can only help 
future food production. 
This is a great opportunity 
for our state’s agricultural 
industry. 

Michigan 
University received the 
largest grant, $300,600, 
which will go towards at 
least six different projects. 

The university recently 
received another $1.6 mil- 
lion federal grant that will 
support their research on 
specialty crop pollination 
through the management of 
bees. 

Rufus Isaacs, an MSU 
entomology professor who 
will be leading project, said 
the research will signifi- 
cantly help specialty crop 
yields. 

“Increasingly, people are 
consuming more of these 
fruits, vegetables, and nuts, 
and these all depend on pol- 
lination,’ Isaacs said. “As 
the demand increases, it 
will be essential that grow- 
ers have the tools needed to 
ensure they can continue to 
supply this demand.”

Michigan damage so great that Forest | 
Service stops counting ash amma by borer

LANSING - The threat 

from a metallic green beetle 


is still spreading quickly 


throughout the ash of the 
Great Lakes region, despite 
a recent national report that 
said fewer trees died in 
2011 from harmful insects 
in the United States than 
previous years. 

The region’s drought can 
also seal the fate of sick and 
dying trees, the U.S. Forest 
Service reported. 

Many ash already are 
dropping leaves or changing 
color earlier this year than 
usual — both mechanisms 
that trees use to cope with 
drought, said Deborah 
McCullough, a forest ento- 
mologist at Michigan State 
University. 

“It’s possible some insect 
populations could increase 
next summer as a result of 
this year’s drought, but that 
is just really hard to pre- 
dict,” she said. 

It doesn’t seem like emer- 
ald ash borers will be leav- 
ing the region any time 
soon, experts say. 

“Michigan has the worst 
infestation,” said Robert 
Mangold, associate deputy 
chief for research and devel- 
opment at the Forest 
Service. It’s so bad in fact, 
that this year the agency 
stopped surveying 
Michigan for the invasive 
beetle. 

Every county in Michigan 
is now infected with the ash 
borer, Mangold said. 

And McCullough said, 
“Conservatively,  there’s 
probably 80 million dead 
ash trees in the southern 
half of Michigan’s Lower 
Peninsula alone. There’s 
limited funding to do those 
kinds of surveys, so they’re 
concentrating on the states 
that don’t have significant 
outbreaks yet.” 

While western forests last

year experienced a decline 
in deadly pests like the 
mountain pine beetle, which 
damaged 3 million fewer 
acres than in 2010, the 
emerald ash borer continues 
to thrive in the East, accord- 
ing to the Forest Service. 

“The ash borer is the most 
destructive insect that’s ever 
invaded North America,” 
said McCullough. “It kills 
urban trees, landscape trees, 
forest trees and is affecting 
every species of ash in 
North America.” 

As of 2011, the beetle had 
invaded all eight Great Lake 
states and Ontario, accord- 
ing to the report. 

Mangold said that pesti- 
cide injections can save 
individual trees, but it’s not 
a realistic method to treat 
vast forests. 

“It’s beyond eradication 
in most areas, especially in 
the Great Lakes,” he said. 
“We are working on biolog- 
ical controls and manage- 
ment techniques that tree 
farmers can use, but we are 
concerned about our ash 
resource. 

“We're trying to manage 
the pests but it just contin- 
ues to spread,” Mangold 
said 

The ash borer spreads 
mostly by flying. But the 
Great Lakes are also pattic-

ularly vulnerable because 
they often hide in weod 
packing material used to 
stabilize vessel cargo. There 
are regulations that require 
using pesticides to kill the 
invasive bugs, but they 
aren’t foolproof, according 
to Mangold. “There’s so 
much trade coming in that 
sometimes things get 
through,” he said. 

The beetle can spreads in 
moving firewood and by 
traveling long distances 
with trees purchased from 
local nurseries. 

The good news is that 
while destructive insects 
like the ash borer dominate 
the Great Lakes region, oth- 
ers like the gypsy moth have 
been rapidly decreasing. 
The moth defoliated less 
than 5,000 acres in 2011, 
compared with 1.2 million 
acres the year before, 
according to the Forest 
Service study. 

The significant decrease 
is likely a result of the suc- 
cessive wet springs of the 
past few years, Mangold 
said, 

The Forest Service also 
played a significant role, he 
said, “We have a big inten- 
sive program called Slow 
the Spread along — that 
advancing front, and that 
has slowed gypsy moths.”

LANSING - An estimat- 
ed three out of four young 
adults in Michigan are not 
qualified to serve in the 
military, according to a 
new report. 

Mission Readiness, a 
national security organiza- 
tion based in New York, 
cited minimum standards 
for education, physical fit- 
ness and lack of a criminal 
record, 

The group of retired mil- 
itary leaders advocates for 
investments in education. 
The goal is to help young 
Americans succeed in 
school, in hopes that more 
will grow up prepared for 
military service, should 
they choose to enlist. 

The report, “Michigan 
Youth: Ready, Willing but 
Unable to Serve,” presents 
statistics that showed a 
quarter of young people in 
the state don’t graduate 
from high school on time. 
Of those who do, one in 
five cannot pass the acade- 
mic exams required to 
enter the military. 

Retired Maj. Gen. 
William Henderson, for- 
mer commander of the 
Michigan Air National 
Guard, said that based on 


estimates from the 
Department of Defense, 75 
percent of young 


Americans can’t serve for 
three primary reasons: they 
have not graduated from 
high school, they are phys- 
ically unfit or they have a 
criminal record. 

“Because Michigan’s 
problems with weight are 
similar to the national aver- 
age and the state’s prob- 


lems with education are far 
worse than the national 
average, it is likely that 
three out of four young 
adults in Michigan can’t 
join the military,” he said. 

Henderson. and Retired 
Maj. Gen. Thomas Cutler, 
former state adjutant gen- 
eral of Michigan, said that 
improving early education 
programs is key. 

_ They are working with 
Mission Readiness to make 
sure that happens. 

According to the organi- 
zation’s communication 
officer, David Carrier, 
high-quality early educa- 
tion programs have already 
proven effective. 

“Michigan launched its 
preschool program, Great 
Start Readiness, in 1985 
and it has been operating 
long enough to see long- 
term strong results,” he 
said. 

According to Carrier, 
statistics show that chil- 
dren who attended the pro- 
gram were 25 percent more 
likely to graduate from 
high school on time. 

Sen. Roger Kahn, R- 
Saginaw, has proposed a 
$140 million expansion to 
the 2013 state budget, pri- 
marily to fund such early 
education programs. Cutler 
and Henderson used their 
visit to Saginaw to show 
support for his initiative. 

Kahn cited additional 
statistics that he said are of 
great concern. 

“The issue we’re running 
into right now is that some- 
where in the neighborhood 
of 75 percent of kids who 
leave high school are not 
eligible to enter the service 
because they have crimi- 


nality, they are physically 
unfit or their education is 


‘inadequate,” Kahn said. 


Kahn said the situation 
isn’t a problem only for the 
armed forces, but for any- 
one looking for a job in 
today’s tough economic 
climate. 

“What's required to have 
a job in the military and in 
the civilian workforce are 
not that different,” he said. 
“So the fact that so few 
young people are prepared 
physically, intellectually or 
emotionally is a disaster. 

“Tf ‘this trend continues, 
we won't have a nation 
because we won’t be able 
defend it or maintain it,” he 
said, 

Kahn said that he hopes 
that the additional $140 
million will help reverse 
the current trend and 
change the way young peo- 
ple are educated at the ear- 
liest stages of develop- 
ment. 

Right now we’re trying 
to fix things that were bro- 
ken much earlier,” he said. 
“¥t’s doing damage control 
later on, but not fixing the 
problem at the early stages. 
An infant or a child doesn’t 
have a lobbyist. We can 
stand up for them now, and 
prevent these kinds of 
problems in the future.” 

As state adjutant general, 
Cutler experienced first- 
hand the difficulty of find- 
ing young adults fit for ser- 
vice, 

“My job was to recruit 
and I had a large recruiting 
force working for me,” 
Cutler said. “Very few peo- 
ple are qualified, and those 
who qualify are not always 
inclined. It really becomes

a challenge to find enough 
capable young people to 
volunteer.” 

Cutler said that improv- 
ing early education is one 
of the best options to solve 
the problem. 

“[’m absolutely con- 
vinced — and studies vali- 
date the fact — that high- 
quality early childhood 
increases the 
probability that young peo- 
ple will graduate high 
school,” he said. “And they 
have a better chance to 
grow up physically and 
emotionally healthy as 
well. 

Cutler said that Kahn’s 
proposal will save money 
in the long run. 

“This is a problem that’s 
been brewing over the 
years,” Cutler said. 
“Currently the main way 
the military attracts young 
people is by creating 
incentives. We offer educa- 
tional opportunities and 
enlistment bonuses. 

‘In the long term, we 
won’t always be able to 
afford that. It would be 
cheaper to invest in early 
childhood education and 
raise young people to be 
the best they can be from 
the start. 

According to Kahn, he 
has support from policy- 
makers, media outlets and 
business leaders through- 
out the state, and that back- 
ing by groups like Mission 
Readiness or military lead- 
ers is a great Start. 

“The military has recog- 
nized the problem,” said 
Kahn. “But it transcends 
the military.”
